Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -2, 5, 8 and 1 0-1 1 are allowed. 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• The prior art made of record fails to suggest either singly or in combination a 
novel chair having a folding seat, wherein the seat rotates about a fixed 
horizontal pivot axis between a vertical rest position and a horizontal use 
position, the first horizontal pivot axis is fixed relative to an underframe having 
a longitudinal axis and to which a backrest may be fixed, the seat comprises a 
first part projecting forwards with respect to said fixed horizontal pivot axis 
and a second part projecting towards the underframe, the underframe 
contains a gas strut with a first end pivotably fixed to the second part and 
a second end pivotably fixed relative to the under frame, the gas strut 
biases the folding seat toward the vertical rest position. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
